Current Employment Statistics Survey

According to preliminary data released on Friday, Decem-
ber 21, 2018, by the U.S. Department of Labor, Bureau of
Labor Statistics, Virginia’s Health Care & Social Assistance
(HC&SA) sector rebounded strongly from October’s em-
ployment decline by adding 1,500 new jobs to the state’s
economy in November. This gain represents a one-month
annualized employment growth rate of 4.1%.

Employment growth in Virginia’s HC&SA sector has accel-
erated considerably in recent months. With November’s
employment gain, Virginia’s HC&SA sector has created
more than 1,000 jobs in four of the past five months. Even
with the loss of 600 HC&SA jobs in the previous month,
HC&SA employment in Virginia has still increased by 6,200
during the second half of 2018. This represents 58% of all
HC&SA employment growth in the state so far in 2018.

Long-term HC&SA employment growth in the state has
also been impressive. Over the past year, Virginia’s HC&SA
sector has created an average of 733 jobs per month. This
average gain translates into a 12-month employment
growth rate of 2.0%.

Virginia Employment

Virginia’s total nonfarm payroll continued its long stretch of
positive growth in November thanks to a gain of 6,600 new
jobs during the month. This gain represents a one-month
annualized employment growth rate of 2.0%. In addition,
this result represents the eleventh consecutive month in
which Virginia’s total nonfarm payroll has increased.

November’s solid employment gain reversed last month’s
weak job growth. In October, Virginia’s total nonfarm pay-
roll experienced its smallest monthly employment gain in all
of 2018 as just 100 new jobs were created during the month.
This modest job gain dragged down the three-month annu-
alized growth rate of Virginia’s total nonfarm payroll to 1.2%.
This result is below the comparable growth rate of 1.4% in
the nation’s total nonfarm payroll.

November’s gain was the first time since August in which
the monthly increase in the state’s total nonfarm payroll ex-
ceeded its 12-month average. Over the past year, Virginia’s
total nonfarm payroll has increased by an average of 6,258
jobs per month. This represents the highest such average for
Virginia’s total nonfarm payroll in nearly three years.

State Employment Growth

In October, the six-month moving average of the growth rate in Virginia’s HC&SA sector fell below 3% for the first time
since July. However, this moving average rebounded strongly in November to 3.03%. At this level, the six-month moving
average of the growth rate in Virginia’s HC&SA sector is more than double the comparable moving average for the state’s
total nonfarm payroll. In November, the six-month moving average of the growth rate in Virginia total nonfarm payroll fell
for the fifth consecutive month from 1.45% to 1.40%. The six-month moving average of the growth rate in the nation’s total
nonfarm payroll also experienced a decline in November from 1.65% to 1.46%. As for the national HC&SA sector, its six-
month employment growth rate moving average increased slightly during the month from 2.31% to 2.34%.

About the Data

Data in this report are from the US Department of Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics’ Current Employment Statistics pro-

gram. The CES program surveys about 143,000 businesses and government agencies monthly. Unless otherwise noted, this

series uses seasonally-adjusted data that removes seasonal variations related to weather, holidays, weekends, seasons and

other predictable variations. This allows us to better examine underlying trends in the labor market. Data from recent

months are preliminary and subject to revision in future releases from the CES. Revisions will be reported in future edi-

tions of this series.
